To Irving Bryant, Constable of Stow, County of Oxford, 
Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby requested 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Stow, qual- 
ified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town House 
in said town on Monday, the fifth day of March, A. D., 1956, at 
ten o’clock in the morning, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


AIts oe. LO choose a town clerk for the ensuing year and 
vote the salary. 


(Age 3. To allow accounts. 


Art. 4. To choose one selectman, assessor, and overseer 
of poor to serve for three years and vote the salary. 


Art. 5. To choose a school committee member for three 
years. 


Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year 
and vote the salary. 


Art. 7. To choose a road commissioner for the ensuing 
year and vote the salary. 


Art. 8. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing 
year and vote the necessary salaries. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for common schools and for high school purposes 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for school books, apparatus and appliances for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see what sum'of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for repair of schoolhouse for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant for repair of roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for support of poor for ensuing year. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for town officers’ bills for ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for State Aid Road construction (in addition to 
the amounts raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under the provisions of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, as amended. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise to pay snow bills. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for electric lights. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes for the purpose of paying the obligations of the town; 
said loan or loans to be paid by taxes collected during the 
current municipal year. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$10.00 for public health work in Stow, said sum to be expended 
by the Bureau of Health, State ‘Department of Health and Wel- 
fare, in cooperation with local authorities. 


Art. 20 To see what disposal the town will vote to make 
of any money received of the Federal Reserve during the present 
fiscal year; such money must be used for school or roads to 
comply with the law. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to dispose of any property acquired through tax’deeds 
or liens. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise money, and 
how much, for the care of the Stow Corner Cemetery and the 
Emerson Cemetery. 


Art. 23. To see whether or ‘not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of 
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Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources, advantages and attractions of the State 
of Maine, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 95, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$10.00 for physical examinations of school children. 


Art. 25. To see if the town wil! vote to raise money for 
hot lunch program and, if so, how much. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise money for 
the fire department at North Fryeburg, and, if so, how much. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to use the 1956 Excise 
Tax money to pay miscellaneous bills. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to have the grammar 
school conveyance put up for bids. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service and the 
Federal Government in the control of White Pine Blister Rust, 
in accordance with the Revised Statutes, 1954, Chapter 36, Sec- 
tion 69, and, if so, how much. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to purchase the Pepin 
Lot. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to move the school- 
house to the Pepin Lot. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to empower the 
selectmen to borrow the sum of $1,000.00 to purchase the Pepin 
Lot. This sum of money to be paid in two installments, $500.00 
in 1957 and $500.00 in 1958. 


Art. 33. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The selectmen give notice that they will be in session at 
the Town House on Monday, the fifth day of March, 1956, at 
nine o’clock in the morning to revise the list of voters. Given 
under our hands at Stow, Maine, January 16, 1956.

-In August we ordered fence from the Cyclone Fence Co., 
but where it was to be from a list of what they called, “Prior, 
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sales materials’, we were notified in November that is was not 
available.

WELL 


There is a suggestion that a point be driven near the school 
building, but most of us feel that if water was available in that 
low area it would not pass state analysis. There is the other 
plan of digging a well in the Eastman field, but very little could 
be done with the funds available. 


NEW LOCATION - 


While plans were being discussed during the summer a 
suggestion was made that should receive some thought and 
possible consideration. If the Pepin Lot could be purchased 
and have the present building moved it might be less expensive 
than digging a well. There is water on the Pepin Lot and a 
good play area besides. 


No matter what plans are presented there is money need- 
ed to carry out the work. 


DOOR AND WALL 


The last legislature passed a law that all school buildings 
must have two means of egress. The door is being installed and 
this job will take most of the $75 appropriation. 


The stones under the front of the building have been forced 
back under the building by frosts and if the building is to stay 
where it is that situation will have to be corrected. 


Shall we straighten the wall, put up a fence and dig a well, 
or should we investigate the possibility of moving to the Pep- 
in Lot? With the latter it would be necessary to build a 
foundation and move the building. In future years, heat, flush 
toilets and running water could be made available. 
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ENCYCLOPEDIAS 


We were fortunate in purchasing a display set of encylope- 
dias at a reduced price and were able to get four good chairs 
with the balance of the appropriation. I am sure the older boys 
and girls will profit much from the use of these books. 


SCHOOL FUND 


During the past year we have absorbed the overdraft and 
have accumulated a small balance. You will note from the pro- 
posed budget that the need for next year is somewhat larger 
than for the past, but the State School Fund is also increased so 
that the amount to be raised by the towns is reduced. 


Under, other budget needs, we are asking for $500. Even 
this amount would not go far toward the accomplishment of 
either of the projects proposed earlier in this report. 


The school is yours and whatever you do you must do for the 
best interests of your children.

I have tried to lead the way to improve the school facilities 
in Stow. Each year suggestions have been made to at least 
encourage action. 


The building location is poor to provide adequate playground 
and if the school is to be maintained, water, heat and toilet fac- 
ilities must be improved. 


During the past year an escape door has been installed, a 
fence has been put up and some painting has been done. There 
is little more that can be done without considerable expense. 


To emphasize my stand in trying to get the school building 
and program improved I must quote several paragraphs from 
the Jacobs Report on the schools of Maine. 


“Even though the expenditures for schools in the state have 
increased about 40 per cent during the last five years, the cur- 
rent level is very low, as compared with the conditions in other 
states. This is evidenced by the fact that the current expense 
per child in Maine is about 21 per cent below the average of 
all states, and the average salaries for instructional staff in 
Maine are about 27 per cent below the United States average.” 


“The average levels in the state should be raised by improv- 
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ing the school program and expenditures in the small communi- ° 
ties where they are now the poorest.” 


“While many of the small schools are necessary because of 
the geographical distribution of population in the state, there 
aré also many instances where small schools are not necessary 
since they are within reasonable distance of larger and more 
effective schools. These latter conditions are not justified and 
cause inefficient operations and higher expenditures for gen- 
erally inadequate schooling.” 


“The detailed analysis of school operations and financing 
reveals most emphatically the wide and significant differences 
among the several towns in the state. In general, the schools in 
the smaller and less able towns are operated with proportion- 
ately more state funds and with lesser quality or educational 
return than is the case of the schools in the larger and more 
able towns and cities.” 


The above paragraphs are reemphasized in summary para- 
graphs of the report and suggestions are made for ways of 
improvement. 


The report also makes reference to a foundation program. 
Such a program is not defined in the report, but emphasis is 
made to salaries, costs per teaching unit, and offerings; all of 
which go to make up a foundation program. A recommendation 
is also made that state subsidy be paid on varying percentages 
based on adequacy of the school program. 


All of these items tend to paint a dark picture to those who 
wish to hold to the one room rural school. 


~My immediate feeling is that if we are to keep ours let us 
keep it well.

“Public Health is largely a matter of self-help, since to take 
advantage of the knowledge and the services which are avail- 
able, personal acceptance and an act of the individual’s will are 
required.” 


Health supervision constitutes the most important part of 
your nurse’s service to you. She carries on her work in the 
homes, the school, the Child Healtn Conferences and Clinics. 
To carry out these services home visits are made to expectant 
mothers, infants, pre-school, school and handicapped children; to 
assist parents in securing medical supervision; to assist the 
mother in planning for the care of herself and baby during! 
the post-partum period; to assist her to develop a better under- 
standing of the pre-school and his need for protection and se- 
curity and to suggest constructive ways of guidance. 


In the school health program, conferences were held with 
the teacher and home visits made to families whose children 
show need for health supervision. 


The services of Cardiac, Crippled Children and Mental 
Health clinics are available to children of your community with 
the recommendation of their family physician. 


During the summer Salk Polio vaccine was made available 
to children from six months through nineteen years. Two clinics 
were held at Lovell sponsored by the P. T. A. and children from 
your ‘Town were invited to attend. Nine completed their series 
of two vaccinations. 


In November individual hearing tests were given with the 
Audiometer to nineteen school children and no defects were 
found. 


The importance of physical examinations and early im- 
munizations can not be over-emphasized. Even though the in- 
cident of Diphtheria and Whooping-Cough has decreased in 
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Maine the past few years we should still emphasize the import- 
ance of continued immunizations. Any one of these diseases 
may appear at any time and a good way to protect children is 
by building up and keeping a high level of immunity. 


Tentative plans are being made at Lovell to hold Child 
Health Conferences in the summer of 1957, to which children 
of your community under school age will be invited. It is 
hoped that all children eligible will take advantage of this 
service. 


Your public health nurse wishes to take this opportunity to 
express sincere appreciation for your support and assistance in 


the public health nursing program. Such team-work is essential 
for the success of a good community health program.

The school committee requests that the following article be in 
the town warrant. 
To see if the town will vote to pay conveyance costs on the 


Fryeburg Academy bus and to appropriate money for same. (To 
start in September—'% year on eight pupils $320.) 
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One of the duties of the superintendent of schools is to make 
a progress report. Last spring a publication “On and Beyond” 
gave a compiete report of progress for the whole school union and 
whelre over 400 coplies were distributed I will assume that that 
duty has been performed. 

I feel you should al! know as much as possible about the Sin- 
clair Bill. It does three separate things. First is provides for a 
minimum salary, secondly it sets up a foundation program and 
thirdly it provides for the formation of administrative units. 

The minimum salary law provides that a certified teacher with 
less than three years of preparation starts at $2200 and increases 
to $3200 with ten annual increases of $100. A three year student 
starts at $2600 and goes to $3600 with 10 $100 increments. A four 
year graduate starts at $3000 and increases to $4000 in ten years. 
If a teacher under the law qualifies for a much larger salary than 
he is now getting the town need not make an increase of more 
than $300 a year. This means that nearly every teacher in Union 
19 will get a $300 raise this year. 

The second provision iis to establish a foundation program and 
provide a method of distributing state school funds. In brief it is 
this: The average elementary enrollment is multiplied by $142 add 
to this the secondary tuition and the cost of transportation. This 
gives the minimum amount that should be spent for our schools. 
To determine how much the state will pay of this amount there is 
a formula not too much different from that under the oid law. By 
this formula Brownfield should receive 62 per cent, Denmark 30 
per cent, Fryeburg 34 per cent, Lovell 18 per cent, Stoneham 44 
per cent, Stow 49 per cent and Sweden 21 per cent. If a town does 
not spend as much as the foundation program requires that town 
is penalized. The towns in union 19 are penalized as follows: 
Brownfield 14 per cent, Denmark 0 per cent, Fryeburg 19 per cent, 
Lovell 6 per cent, Stoneham 26 per cent, Stow 13 per cent and 
Sweden no penalty. 

The third provision is that a group of towns may organize in- 
to a single administrative unit with one board of school directors. 
This part of the law is quite detailed, but in brief it makes the 
group of towns one school unit with no town lines. Under this 
plan a school in Brownfield would be as important to the whole 
district as one in Stoneham or one in any other part of the group 
of towns. The state would pay a 10 per cent bonus to the towns 
if they would organize such a unit. 

In making a study of these seven towns in forming such a 
unit, I find that Brownfield could raise about $7000 less, Denmark 
$3000 less, Fryeburg $5000 jess, Stoneham $1700 less, Stow $700 less, 
Sweden the same and Lovell would have to raise about $13,000 
more. This is all due to the extreme difference in valuation. 

Under the present law there isn’t much that can be done, but 
changes may be made to make such a program possible. Try 
keep informed.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


STOW—1957 


“Public health of the future will obtain its real dividends from 
programs that require a high degree of citizen participation. Much 
of man’s personal health in the years ahead must be earned, it 
cannot be bought or given to him.” 

Immunizations for small-pox, diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus and now polio have been made available to infant and pre- 
school children in your community through the Lovell Child 
Health Conference committee who invited them to attend their 
Conferences. As yet there are some who have not taken advantage 
of this opportunity to protect their children from diseases. 

In November physical examinations were given by the school 
physician at the North Fryeburg school to four children in the 
fourth and seventh grades. 

Conferences have been held with the teacher regarding the 
school health program. When indicated, home visits have been 
made to discuss with parents the health problems of their children 
and to offer suggestions and clinic help when indicated. 

The teacher tests children’s eyes and ears and constantly ob- 
serve for any indication of deviation from normal. These children 
may be referred to your public health nurse for a re-check. 

In most cases we find the parents very cooperative. We do 
want them to know that a child with a sight or hearing loss, or 
any physical defect is very much handicapped and frequently it 
affects their school work. 

As the foundation of physical and mental health is being built 
during the infant and pre-school periods, it is the cocperation in 
the home which provides: good nutrition; helps to promote a good 
healthful living; accepts protective measures; provides medical, 
dental and clinic care when necessary. Thus parents are intro- 
Gucing the children to resources that will lead to good personal 
health in years to come. 

I would like to take this opportunity to express thanks to 
everyone who has been so generous with assistance to the public 
health nursing program.» Without your cooperation progress 
would be very limited.

We were sorry to lose Mrs, Littlefield, but I believe 
we have found an excellent replacement, Mrs, Harmon's 
Junior College training and summer work, along with her 
interest and desire todo well,have given her a good start, 


Ican't see how you people can continue to be satisfied 
with the school facility you have for your boys and girls. 
Fifteen years ago every school in my school union had wood 
burning stoves, Today the Stow School is the only school 
in Union 19 that relies on wood for its only source of heat, 
Ten years ago there were seven schools thathad dirt toilets, 
Today Sweden Center and Stow are the only two left in 
Union 19 with that type offacility, Ten years ago we were 
getting water from neighbors to supply water dispensers in 
seven schools, Today there are only two, We are fortunate 
to be able tohave a school lunch program and I assure you 
it is Mo easy program to operate, neither is it as sanitary 
as programs where dishes are provided and washed under 
the best of conditions. 


It would be an expensive proposition for you people to 
provide what is needed, butunder an Administrative School 
District, as provided in the Sinclair Act, your children 
could have all of these advantages and it would cost the 
town less, 


Iam planning a January meeting to which your school 
committee and selectmen willbe invited, I hope they may 
become informed and be impressed with the possibilities 
which the administrative school district can offer, 


Our children are in a world where there is going to be 
tough competition forevery type of job, There was a time 
when the least prepared could farm, cut wood or work on 
Toads, but today all work is specialized, We’must not let 
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our children down, Often we point to the successful chil- 
dren coming out of our one room school, Rarely do we 
look to those who do not go on to high school or to those 
who leave before graduation, We have a much greater 
problem here than in urban areas, 


I must close by saying we have an excellent quality of 
children in our school and with that inherent ability we 
should strive to give them the bést,

“One of the most important phases of Community health 
_ is the health of school children, It is of vital concern to 
everyone interested in children and their place in the com- 
munity, ". : 


Good health helps one to live a useful life, aids per- 
. sonalitydevelopment, builds morale and resistance to dis- 
ease, 


The public health nurse is interested in all phases of 
community activities that concern health, Through home 
visits, todiscuss with parents the health of their children : 
many problems and defects can be corrected before the 
child reaches school age, 


This past year your public health nurse has served your 
community in the homes and school, Conferences were 
held with the teacher regarding the children's problems, 
Occasionally a home visit was made by the public health 
nurse to call the parents’ attention to the problem, Fre- 
quently outside resources are made known to the family 
to assist them with corrections or defects, Much can be 
done in the home to help solve school problems, 


In January and February through the cooperation of the 
Lovell Health Officer and the North Lovell Grange, Polio 
clinics were held and residents of your town were invited 
to attend, 


Tentative plans are being made by the Lovell P,T.A, 
to have another series of Child Health Conferences which 
any infant or pre-school child of your town may attend, It 
ishoped that many will take advantage of this opportunity 
so that children may receive a complete physical exami- 
nation and protection against diseases, 


"With all the necessary emphasis recently placed on 
immunization against Asiar. Influenza and paralitic polio- 
myelitis, we should hever lose sight of the importance of 
diptheria, whooping cough and tetanus (triple) inoculations 
and smallpox vaccinations, Fatal cases of tetanus and out- 
breaks of diptheria and smallpox can still occur, ' 


I have sincerely appreciated the cooperation of your 
town officials, Superintendent of Schools, the teacher and 
parents, and wish to take this opportunity to thank you,

There are seven students attending Fryeburg Academy, 
None of these are seniors and there are two in the eighth 
grade to start next fall, 


I was pleased when the Fryeburg Planning Committee 
offered to take the Stow pupils into consideration when they 
started their study, I hoped at the time that your children 
would be given many of the advantages and conveniences 
of a consolidated school, 


During the 1960-'61 school year you will spend, ex- 
clusive of conveyance, for your elementary school over 
$3,400 and at the same time will be paying your teacher 
the least of any teacher in School Union 19, The tuition 
at North Fryeburg would not cost that much, There might 
be alittle more expense for transportation, but I can't see 
where it would be great, There are now only six who walk 
to school, 


How can anyone say that the advantages are as great 
for a pupil at the Stow Corner School as they are for one 
at the North Fryeburg School? 


If your feelings are final, however, I would suggest 
that Stow appropriate $1, 000a year for the next five years 
and set it aside, At that time you could borrow enough to 
build a reasonable facility, 
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Report Of Public Health Nurse 


The infant and pre-school children of your community 
were invited to attend a summer series of Child Health 
Conferences sponsored by the Lovell P,T,A. One infant 
and six pre-school children attended and received com- 
plete physical examinations by the Conference doctor, All 
started their series of Diptheria- Whooping Cough and Tet- 
anus and one finished with their family doctor; four receiv- 
ed two Polio immunizations, 


Plans are being made by the Lovell Child Health Con- 
ference Committee to start the Conferences early in the 
spring to avuid the late summer Conference, Mothers are 
urged to attend the first Conference if their children need 
to have a series of immunizations, This would give them 
an opportunity to complete the series, thus giving the child 
better protection against diseases, 


In January of 1960 the school children will be given an 
individual hearing test with the Puretone Audiometer, If 
any are found to have a hearing loss they will be referred 
to theirown family doctor, After his examination, if fur- 
ther follow-up is desired by a specialist, the child may be 
referred by his physician to the State Hard-of-Hearing 
Clinic, 


Conferences have beenheld with the teacher regarding 
the school health program, The usual home visits have’ 
been made to infant and pre-school children to give assist- 
ance according to the apparent need, This includes stress~- 
ing the importance of physical examinations; the inter- 
pretation of medical recommendations; advice regarding 
nutrition and diet; urging correction of known physical de- 
fects and suggesting facilities available for their correction, 


Your Public Helath Nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
to express sincere appreciation to everyone who has been 
so generous with assistance to the public health nursing 
program, Without your cooperation progress would be lim- 
ited,

To the Superintending School Committee and the Cit- 
izens of the Town of Stow: 


Herewith is my second Teport of the progress, condition, 
and needs of the Stow School Department, 

This year there is a decrease in the number of Stow 
children enrolled in school and accordingly the Stow school 
budget would reflect that decrease, except for increasing 
tuition costs,

Last year wasa period of adjustment for the Stow Chil- 
dren, They were under the handicap of coming from a 
small school to a larger one, meeting new teachers, and 
making many new friends, This year the children have 
adjusted to this change and are making rapid progress, 

The children have been able to Participate in a cur- 
riculum that is muchricher in subject matter than Was pOs= 
sible in a one room school and to enjoy extra curricular 
activities with a larger group, 

The enrollment at Fryeburg Academy this year is as 
follows:

The cost of secondary tuition has taken a bigger jump 
than was forecast last year, The current year is estimated 
at $550 instead of the $505 estimated by me a year ago, 
A mutual agreement between Mr, Philip Richards, Prin- 
cipal of Fryeburg Academy, and myself has resulted in the 
following plan for.payment, $250 will be paid for each 
student in November, $200 will be paid at the start of the 
second semester and the balance will be paid at the close 
of the school year when the State average secondary per 
pupil costis known, This is helpful for budgeting purposes, 
as by the time of preparing the town's budget some esti- 
mation is possible of what is needed to pay the temaining 
cost for the school year in progress and tien a fixed a- 
mount of $250 will be paid in November, 
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This year for budget purposes there are 5 students in the 
Academy, It is necessary to raise 5x$300 = $1,500, 


Next Fall it is estimated that there will be 8 students 
at the Academy. 8x$250 = $2,000. 

Then, considering that this is leaving no coverage for 
drop outs who may return to school or for possible families 
that move in, an extra $1,000 is added toround out the 
budget requirement to $4,500, 


In the warrant of the annual town meeting there will 
be an article to see if the town will vote to close the Stow 
School. This is a formality which should be acted upon, 
This should have been a part of the special town meeting 
held two years ago when the town voted to send the chil- 
dren to Fryeburg Schools, Such action taken at this town 
meeting does not prevent the town from reopening the 
school ata later date if it should prove feasible or the will 
of the people. 

This year the town has purchased the property on which 
the school is located thereby assuring the building for town 
use, 

I am including the Principal's report as submitted to 
the town of Fryeburg because it is pertinent to the edu— 
cation and activities of the children at the Sadie F, Adams 
School as well as to the pupils from your town enrolled in 
the Junior High School. 


I wish to thank all the citizens who have helped in any 
way tomake the school year a success and also the mem- 
bers of the Stow Superintending School Committee for their 
diligent help and timely advice,

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 

To Mr. Norman W, Moulton, Superintendent of Schools 
of School Union No, 19; 

The following report which I wish to submit to you 
contains briefly an account of the activities and progress 
of the Charles A. Snow School and the Fryeburg Junior High 
School for the past year, with suggestions for ways of in- 
creasing the efficiency of our school system. 

When schools opened in September, 176 pupils were 
enrolled in the Charles A, Snow School and 97 were en- 
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rolled in the Junior High School, making a total enroll- 
ment of 273, Many have transferred to other schools but 
more have replaced them, making a total of 277 at the 
present time, 


Your Secretary has played a valuable part in having 
the office act as a clearing house for the Many details en- 
countered in the operations of a school, The transfer of 
records of pupils entering and leaving our school system is 
just one of the many services extended to us, 


The School Lunch Program became active in October 
and it has been very satisfactory, The time of dismissal 
at noon for the many grades has been alranged to enable 
all pupils, who so desire, to take advantage of thehot 
lunches served by Mrs, Mayo and Mrs, Leach, 


In November, National Education Week was observed 
by having open house at both school buildings, Parents 
were invited to visit the schools and to confer with teach- 
ers, , 

Parent-Teacher conferences have been arranged by the 
teachers following the distribution of rank cards and ithas 
been very gratifying to note the number of parents who 
have come to discuss the problems of their children with 
us, 

In November, physical examinations were given to 
pupils in Grades One, Four, and Seven. In December, ex- 
aminations were given to those pupils in Grade Eight who 
were participating in athletics, Dr, Kenneth E, Dore and 
D, Lloyd Davies, assisted by Miss Eleanor Griffiths, R, N. 
and Mrs, Phyllis Douglas, R,N. were in charge of the ex- 
aminations, Parents were very cooperative in accepting 
recommendations made to them concerning the well-being 
of their children, 


The girls and boys have participated in many social 
and civic activities during this past year, In October, they 
collected money fcr UNICEF, andin December they help- 
edin the decorating and filling of the boxes for the com- 
munity Christmas project, | 

Mrs, Marjoray LaCasce has prepared a very interesting 
musical program for the school year for pupils in all grades, 
Supervised by Mrs, LaCasce, pupils from Grades One and 
Three participatedina musical program at the November 
meeting of the Parent-Teachers Association, At the Christ- 
mas Concert, presented by the Fryebu.g Mitsic Association, 
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a groupofboys and girls from the Junior High School sang 
Christmas selections, accompanied by Mrs, LaCasce. 


Members of the School Safety Patrol deserve praise for 
their efficiency in dealing with the many problems which 
arise at the school crossings and on the buses, The bus dri- 
vers have cooperated with Miss Olive Palmer, who organ- 
ized and supervises the present Safety Patrol, by stressing 
good behavior and good safety practices on their twice- 
daily bus trips. A film on Safety Practices was shown to 
pupils of both buildings by Mr. Charles F, Trumbull, Se- 
lectman, and Mr, Gerald Boutlier of the Maine State Po 
lice, Mr, Boilard has contributed to our safety program 
by taking care to sand the walks and steps in icy traveling 
and by keeping hallways and basements free from litter, 

In 1955, Mr. Fred Mayo and Mr, Roger Flint, repre- 
senting the Casco Bank and Trust Company, offered to the 
pupils of our schools the opportunity of participating in a 
school savings program, We have continued this program 
for the past seven years, bankingevery Tuesday that school 
is in session, The program includes all grades except the 
Sub-Primary. 

Each depositor has his own bank book and keeps his own 
balance, making out his own deposit slip. 


The teachers collect the bank envelopes and enter a 
weekly report for the bank, The money is then taken to 
the bank, in a special satchel provided by the bank, by a 
boy from Junior High School, 


The program has been very instructional and has en~ 
couraged the children to develop habits of thrift, 


Pupils from Grades Two, Three, and Four accompanied 
by their teachers have visited the Library one day each 
month where, with the guidance of Mrs, Helen P, Walker 
andher assistants, each child has learned how to secure a 
library card, how toselectand to sign for a book, and how 
to accept the responsibility for the safe return of the book 
at the time of the next visit, For the enjoyment of the 
children, members of the Fryeburg Woman's Library Club 
volunteered their time for reading stories to the three 
groups each time that they have visited the Library. 


The pupils of Grade Four have given book reports to the 
members of the class after each one has completed the 
reading of the book of his choice, as a follow-up to the 
library tip. 
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Mrs, Box has used her training for working with slow 
learners to an excellent advantage and she has achieved 
remarkable results in her work with the Sub-Primary group, 


The televised program in music in which Grade Two 
participates has been very satisfactory, The use of the tel- 
€vision set for special programs is limited, as one set suf- 
fices for eleven classroom teachers, 

The film strip projector has been in constant use this 
year, The films which come to us from the Film Strip of- 
the-Month Clubs offer a wide variety of subject matter, 


We feel that we have a well-rounded program for phys- 
ical Education, The use of the playground has been sched- 
uled to allow necessary space for the different age groups 
to enjoy organized play, Pupils in the primary grades have 
access to the playground equipment which consists of 
swings, teeters, ajungle gym, and horizontal bars to sup= 
plement the many games played. Pupils in the elementary 
and intermediate gradeshave games, relays, and soft ball 
teams, They are looking forward, with enthusiasm, to 
Spring and the erection of the basketball backboards and 
nets, During the Fall and Spring, the Junior High School 
studentshave soccer, softball, and baseball teams coach- 
edby Mr, Doyle. During the winter months, our phycical 
education classes are carried on at the Fryeburg Academy 
gymnasiums, Mr, Richardshas been very generous in per - 
mitting us to use the girl's Gymnasium for our basketball 
practices and games, 

Through your efforts and guidance, the testing move- 
ment has grown considerably in the past year, We feel that 
we have the beginning of a comprehensive evaluation pro- 
gr*m in our schools, 

Conversational French and first year Algebra have been 
taught to those students in Grade Eight who were regarded 
as capable of managing the extra subject withour slighting 
the required ones, The classes have been held three times 
each week, taking ihe place of study periods, After hav- 
ing conferred with Mrs, Hartz anc with Mr. Hammond of 
the Fryeburg Academy facuity, we feel that the students 
who are participating in these special classes will be fitted 
into the program at the Academy next year so that they 
will be able to continue their work in these subjects where 
we leave them, 

On January 16, a Certificate of Basic A»proval was sent 


to us from the State Department of Education. approving 
our school as a Junior High School, 


We realize that we have inadequate library facilities 
atthe present school, An ideal situation would be to have 
aroom built to be used as a library and to have all library 
books and reference materials catalogued and made easily 
available to all students, 

We should like to offer to the pupils of Grade Seven the 
opportunity of participating in the Conversational French 
program so that they could have two consecutive years of 
the spoken language before attempting the written work 
involving grammar, 

For the Charles A, Snow School the addition of another 
teacher as a part-time-teacher would relieve Mrs, Box of 
part of her Sub-Primary duties and enable her to conduct 
half-hour classes for those children in each grade who are 
experiencing serious reading difficulties. The class would 
be small enabling Mrs, Box to give the individual attention 
needed to those children who are reading below grade level, 

If French were to be offered to the pupils of Grade Seven 
and if the library does materialize, a teacher will be need - 
ed in the Junior High School to relieve Mr, Langelier of 
one of his classes in social studies or reading to enable him 
to teach the Grade Seven French Class and to relieve Mrs, 
Banfill of one of her English classes to enable her to prop- 
erly supervise the activities of the library. 

The last suggestion pertains to me and my duties as 
principal, Actually, the position of principal here has been 
that of head teacher, carrying a full-time teaching load 
of six subjects plus the coaching of girls' basketball, and 
doing such administrative work as could be accomplished 
during spare moments before and after school hours, The 
appointment of Mrs, Palmer as Assistant Principal has 
lightened the burden for me but, at the same time, it has 
giventoher many responsibilities in the Charles A, Snow 
School that take time from her classroom teaching, I feel 
that the school system has grown to the extent that in order 
to perform tasks relating to organization and super vision 
in anefficient way and to prevent classes from being con- 
stantly interrupted, thatI should be relieved of part of my 
teaching schedule to free me for a least a half day for my” 
duties as principal, The securing of a fifth teacher for the 
Junior High School would be a most commendable step.

Report Of Public Health Nurse 


STOW - 1961 


A summary of public health nursing services given in 
the Town of Stow during the year 1961 follows: 


During the year there have been four visits made to your 
town to six families to discuss any health problems, to offer 
suggestions, to encourage parents to provide good nutrition, 
medical and dental care, and to inform them of commun- 
icable disease protection, — 


Now that poliomyelitis boosters are recom mended every 
two years, adults as well as school children should continue

their immunizations to maintain maximum protection, 

Infants and pre-school children of your town weic in- 
yited to the Lovell Child Health Conference in the spring. 
Four pre-school children representing two families took ad- 
vantage of this service. 


In the fall, Lovell invited representatives from your 
community to attend a meeting on the needs for a Health 
Council in the area, The Health Education Consultant of 
the State Bureau of Health from Augusta and the Supervisor 
of Public Health Nursing for this Bureau of Health District 
accompanied your public health nurse to the meeting and 
spoke on.the subject. 


A committee was appointed including a representative 
from Stow to continue the study. 


A Health Council is a representative group which meets 
regularly to study health needs in the community; to plan 
long-range health programs to meet those needs; to assist 
the public health nurse in carrying on the total program 
by participating in many activities, 

Itishoped that Lovell, Stow and Sweden will feel the 
need for such a council and organize in the near future. 


Your public health nurse is most appreciative of your 
support and wishes to thank all who have assisted in the 
public health nursing service.
